Dublik, July 7..The British
Government will find no lack of
good will on the part of the
Irish for peace Eamonn De Vaiera
told The New York Herald correspondentto-day in an informal
interview. He was asked how he
felt about the prospects for peace and
said:

"It all depends upon whether the
British Government really desires
peace and whether it has the will to
seek a peaceful solution, which is one
based on right and justice. If it does
it will find that the Irish people will
display good will toward their repre-jsentatives." _ J
De Vaiera, who was besieged by

callers, at the Mansion House to-day
positively refused to make any statementregarding the progress of the
peace negotiations. It is not believed
De Vaiera is ready to go to London on
the present oasis of negotiations, althoughit is eaid that if very liberal
proposals are made he might submit
mem 10 mo jrisr. people.
During an intimate talk De Valera

seemed to Indicate that he entertains
considerable hope of-th« outcome of
the peace conference. He waa bristlingwith energy, despite the tired
look that came to his face.

Some Question* Evaded.
The Irish "President" said he could

not answer questions regarding the
visit here of Oen. Smuts and of Sir
Arthur Craig. Ulster Premier, to London.and what they might determine
there when they met. But despite this
reticence he was frank in wishing the
America*) people to understand the
delicacy of his position in the present
crisis.

In addition to his general reply as
to the prospects of peace he answered
the following questions:
"America has heard much of the irreconcilableelement.does it exist?"
"I am not quite sure I know what

you mean," he replied. "Some call the
people of northeast Ulster 'irreconcllIables,'and some apply the term to our
republicans.
"But we must be careful not to allow

ourselves to be led away by names or
by creations of propagandists. We
should keep a Arm grip on the facts
as they are. There are people with
strong convictions who are ready to
sacrifice their lives and all they have
for these convictions. Thus they stand
the most searching test of the sincerityin which they hold these convictions,and it Is most unfair to characterizesuch devotion by such misleadingnames.

All Harmony In Dall Eireaaa.
"As for the Dall Elreann and my

colleague* In the Ministry, we never
at any time have had even slight differences,either of point of view or
policy. We are all united In working
together in the most complete harmony,basing our positions and actions
upon the sovereign will of the Irish
people as ascertained and declared In
repeated pieoxscites."

"Is thoro anything in the constitutionof the Irish Republic which makes
it impossible to present to the Irish
people any proposition coming from

Chancellor Wlrth before a crowded
Reichstag assembly to-day submitted
the Government's tax programme proposinga total taxation of 80,000,000,000
paper marks for the coming year.
Chancellor Wlrth makes the fulfilmentof this programme conditional

on the Allies' removal of the occupationsanctions and the closing of the
Rhineland frontiers against importationsof luxuries and on the Allies
conceding the justice of the German
plebiscite decision in Upper Silesia.

Dr. HellTerich declared that the demandsof the Allies, together with the
cost of the allied armies of occupationand other levies, imposed impossibleburdens upon the German people.

The amount of taxation was finally
decided upon after many weeks of discussionby the Cabinet and after differenceswith the National Economic
Parliament

Chancellor Wlrth's programme calls
for half the money to be raided by directand half by Indirect taxation. The
Income, Inheritance and corporation
taxes are greatly Increased. The tax
on business transactions has been made
slightly lighter. There Is no increase
in the tax on tobacco arid alcohol, but
numerous existing dispensations have
been retracted. A heavy tax on coal,
light and matches also is outlined.
The Economic Parliament, representingbusiness Interests, opposed the increaseIn the tax on business transactionsand especially the heavier corporationtax, but the Government insistedon maintaining a balance between

direct and Indirect taxes, aiming thereby
to overcome the opposition of the labor
parties to the new Indirect taxes.
Chancellor Wirth, supported by Herr
Trlnborn, a party colleague, sought to
avoid a debate In the Reichstag by referringthe entire matter to a special
permanent Reichstag committee, but Dr.
Karl Helfferlch, representing the Nationalists,protested that many of
Chancellor Wlrth's proposals would
mo.-e than double the taxes, which are

already more than 50 per cent, declaringthat now the programme does not
leave the Germans enough to live nor
enough to die.
The Government's programme will

now receive the attention of the permanentsub-committee on finance after the
adjournment of the Reichstag to-morrow.

KILLS PAIR WHO TRY
TO'CLEANUP'PLACE
Two With Reputations as

'Tough Men' Start Fight
as Food Is Refused.

ATTACK COUNTER MANj
Proprietor Shoots One
Through Heart and Second
Dies on Operating Table.

CUSTOMERS SEE TRAGEDY

Hundreds Jam Street in Front
of Place Attracted by Firing

.Slayer Is Held.

Ferdinand Fernandez of 19fi Brad-
hurst avenue, who runs a small restaurantIn 785 Columbus avenue, near
Ninety-ninth street, has had consider-
able trouble recently with Thomas
"Red" Duncan of 843 Amsterdam avenueand Aloyslus Buckley of 344 Manhattanavenue, who had the reputation
of being : ough and tumble fighters.
So last night when Buckley ar.d Dun-1
can came into the lunchroom and de-
manded something to eat Fernandez
refused to rcrve them.
"Get out of here," said Fernandez.

"I've had enough trouble with you. I!
don't want you in my place."
"You giva us something to eat,"

Duncan demanded, "or we'll clean the
place out and beat you up."
Fernandez said nothing to this, so far

as the police have been able to learn
from witnesses, and Buckley went be-
hind the counter and began to take pies
from the rack, handing them to Duncan,
who sat on a stool at the counter and
began to eat. Neither man wore a coat
or a collar and the police say that they
had been drinking.

Thrown Over Counter.

Buckley had thrown out perhaps three
pies when Fernandez's counter man.
Muhachl Hlgashide, of 60 West 129th
street, attacked him and threw him over
tho counter. Buckley went behind the
counter again and grappled with the
Japanese. Duncan, so the police were
told by five men who were In the lunch
room and saw the affair, leaped at
Fernandez and struck the lunch room
proprietor. Fernandez did not strike
back, but turned and ran into a rear
room, while Duncan started toward the
counter to help Buckley whip the Japa,nese. He had just started to leap over
when Fernandez reentered the lunch
room with a revolver In his hand.
Duncan started toward the lunch room

owner, and Fernandez shot him in the
heart, killing him almost Instantly.
Fernandez then fired four more shots,
blazing away Indiscriminately at Duncan
as he lay on the floor and at Buckley as
he struggled with the Japanese behind
the counter. Two of the bullets struck
Buckley, one in the chest and the other
In the stomach, and he died half an hour
later In the Reconstruction Hospital, at
100th street and Central Park West.
The district In which the lunchroom

U situated Is thickly populated, and the
shooting and the crashing of crockery
and glassware In the restaurant attracteda large crowd to the street and
an even larger crowd to the Are escapes
and windows of nearby tenements. SergeantErnest Moore and Patrolman John
Salmon, at 100th street and Columbus
avenue, heard the shots and hurried into
the restaurant.

Found Dead and Dying.
They said later that they found Dun|can lying dead on the floor, with

Buckley behind the counter mortally
wounded. Fernandez stood in the cen!tre of the room snapping the hammer
of his gun on an empty cylinder, wildly
excited and shouting that Duncan and
Buckley were trying to kill him. Five
men and who had been eating when the
trouble began were huddled in a corner,
and outside hundreds pushed and milled
in their efforts to get inside the place
and see what had happened.

mon dispersed the crowd, with the aid
of other policemen who came up, and
summoned a taxlcab. Both Duncan and
Buckley were taken to the hospital, and
the latter died on the operating table
a few minutes later. The live witnesses
were taken to the 100th street station
and questioned, but later were released.
Fernandez offered no resistance when
the policemen entered, and was locked
up charged with homicide.
The police of the West 100th street

station say that Duncan and Buckleywereknown on the upper West Side
as "tough men," and that they have
been terrorising the small lunchroom
and store owners with their demands
for some time. Both, the police say,
have frequently been arrested for petty
crimes. When they were searched Duncanhad a nickel In his pockets and
Buckley a pawn ticket for a suit of
clothes which had recently been pledged.

TO SIDETRACK BONUS
FOR TAX AND TARIFF
Visits Senate Office and
Urges Members to Hasten
Work for Which Extra
Session Was Called.

President Harding motored to the

Capitol to-day and told Republican

bonus bill passed at this session.
Mr. Harding's visit was unexpected,

as it is a rare occasion when a

out legislation with members of the
Senate.
The President did not stop with

the bonus. In the Senate dining
room, where he lunched; in his room

across from the Senate Chamber, an?-,

in his automobile in front of the
Senate Office Building he held conferencesfor two hours on the tariff,
taxation, agricultural measures, disarmamentand the question of a

Senate recess.

Hardin* Talks Emphatically.
In plain language the President tolti

the Senators that with the Government'sfinances in their present un

certain condition the Administration
was strongly opposed to enactment
of the bonus bill, which would mean

a new drain on the Treasury of sev- .

eral trillions of dollars. Bluutly h->
declared that he had called the extra
session of Congress on April 11 to
revise the taxes and the tariff, and
that it was time Congress attended
to these matters and sidetracked
such proposals as the bonus bill.
He suggested that the Senate send

the bonus bill back to the Finance
Committee and to recess until such
time as the House was ready to send
the tariff bill over for consideration.
The Republican Senate leaders also

spoke plainly to the President. They
told him he had given the impression
to the country that he favored the
bonus bill, and now the Senate was

left "holding the bag." They asked
him whether he was ready to assume

responsibility for the defeat or postponementof the bill.
The President answered in the affirmativeand promised either to

Issue a public statement or to deliver
to Congress a formal message urging
that the bonus bill be laid aside
while tax and tariff revision are beingsettled. It 1s expected that the
Tresident will soon send such a meisageto Congrss.
